W a s h in g t o n , Feb. 7 .—The Democrats 
In the House carried out their policy of 
protest against the rulings of the Speaker 
by declining to vote upon the question 
of approving the journal. This instru­ 
ment was, however, approved by a vote 
of yeas 153, nays 0—the constitutional 
quorum being counted by the Speaker. 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, from the com­ 
mittee on rules, reported the new code 
of rules and it was ordered printed and 
recommitted. 
A large number of bills were presented 
to the House and referred to their ap­ 
propriate committees. 
A bill was reported from the commit­ 
tee on naval affairs and passed which 
appropriates $112,000 to be expended in 
connection with the loss of property and 
life upon the United States vessels at 
Samoa in tho storm which occurred 
thoro in May, 1889. 
Mr. Enloe offered a resolution provid­ 
ing for tho printing for distribution of 
5,000 additional copies of tho bills to 
suppress trusts and prohibit gambling 
in agricultural products. 
Mr. Enloe 
spoke at considerable length in support 
of his proposition and the resolution was 
passed. 
Congressman Dorsey introduced a bill 
providing for tho Issue of $309,000,000 of 
2 per cent bonds payable at the pleasure 
of tho government. Tho bill provides 
that the holders of 4 per cent bonds may 
exchango their bonds for these 2 per 
cents, issued by estimating the present 
worth of their bonds at the rate of 2 per 
cent per annum until due and payable. 
The House passed a substitute for the 
Senate “disability” pension bill. The 
substitute makes the rate of pension for 
total disability—where the pensioner re­ 
quires the regular personal aid and at­ 
tendance of another 
person—$72 
a 
month. When the pensioner is disqual­ 
ified for manual labor and is only par­ 
tial dependent upon attendants, the rate 
is fixed at $50 a month. 
After a number of unimportant meas­ 
ures had been acted upon the House ad­ 
journed. 


T he S enate. 
W ashington, Fob. 7.—In the Senate, 
after tho introduction of a few meas­ 
ures, the morning business was quickly 
finished and tho calender was taken up. 
Senator Platt then called up the bill to 
provide a temporary government for 
Oklahoma.

In tho executive session of tho Senate 
the Samoan treaty was again discussed. 
Two motions made by Senator Edmunds 
were tabled whereupon Mr. Edmunds 
asked to be excused from further service 
on the committee on foreign relations.

HOPE FOR THE ANARCHISTS. 


Their 
Case to 
Be Taken Before the 
U nited S tates S u p rem e C ourt. 
S pringfield, 
111., 
Feb. 
7.—The 
famous case which culminated in the 
hanging of the Anarchists 19 to be taken 
before the United States Supreme court 
for review. Lawyer Moses Salomon of 
Chicago has achieved this sensational 
victory for tho revolutionists. He has j 
been identified with the case from the 
start and indefatigable in his efforts to 
find some loophole for getting his clients 
—Neebc, Fieldon, and Schwab—out of 
the penitentiary. For months ho has 
been working to secure an amendment 
of tho record to show that the prisoners 
were not present in tho Supreme court 
when the judgment of tho lower court, 
which inflicted tho death penalty, was 
affirmed. 
When Lawyer Salomon returned to 
Chicago last night ho carried with him 
an order from the Chief Justice of the 
.Supreme court granting a writ of error 
from the United States Supreme court 
to the Supreme court of Illinois for the 
purpose of allowing the caso to again go 
before the court for review. Salomon’s 
contention is that the prisoners were 
deprived of a constitutional right by not 
being permitted to be present when the 
court passed sentence upon them. The 
court has refused to allow an amend­ 
ment of the record, but not being satis­ 
fied apparently that a federal question 
is not involved has consented to the fed­ 
eral court finally determining the mat­ 
ter. The case will corno up lor hearing 
at Washington during the October term 
of court.

Sessions of the National Guard Associa­ 
tion, Shipping League and Colored Men. 
W ashington, Fbe. 7.—Tho National 
Guard association resumed its session 
this morning, taking up tho discussion 
of proportions for tho national encamp-! 
ment in connection with tho United 
States military forces, and other sub­ 
jects bearing on the condition of tho or­ 
ganizations in various States. 
At noon tho convention adjourned sine 
die and the members called In a body 
upon the President, tho Secretary of 
War, and the General of the Army, by 
whom they were cordially received. 
The National Shipping league re­ 
sumed its session and spent the morning 
considering the measures looking toward 
national ald for ship-bnllding and ocean- 
carrying industries. 
The national convention of represent­ 
atives of the colored race resumed Its 
session to-day, making slow progress, 
however, with tho consideration of the 
subjects before it. An enactment of the 
election law to protect colored voters 
and the passage of the Blair bill or some 
measure of the same character was urged 
by tho speakers. 
The delegates called at tho White 
House in tho afternoon and wero re­ 
ceived by tho President. 
Chairman 
Price made a short address. The Presi­ 
dent responded briefly, and called atten­ 
tion to his former utterances on tho 
race question to show that his views 
were in accord with theirs. Tho dele- 
ates were then presented and with- 
row. 
The convention adopted resolutions 
opposing tho Droposed forced emigration 
of colored people to Africa; favoring the 
passage of tho Blair educational bill and 
>f a law placing Federal elections under 
Tederal control; also of a law to reim­ 
burse tho depositors of the Freedman’s 
Savings bank, and demanding that the 
Inter-State commerco law bo amended so 
asgto nullify the action of certain States 
that require separate cars for white and 
colored passengers on railroads. 
A resolution that no officeholder bo 
eligible to election as an officer of the 
convention was voted down.

Editor Halstead, of the Cincin­ 
nati Commercial Gazette, detailed the 
way in which the document was brought 
to his attention, the reason he had for 
believing it was genuine and what his 
plans were as to its publication and use 
in the campaign. 
His testimony was 
listened to with great interest, but he 
recited no important facts not already 
known. 


Dem ocratic Members

Feed Horses Frequently. 
Bearing in mind that the stomach of 
a horse is small in proportion to the 
size of his frame, he requires feeding 
often, and, though three times a day 
is sufficient, four times is better. 
Un- 
ike human beings, horses should drink 
before they eat, because, owing to the 
conformation of the horse, water does 
dot remain in the stomaoh, but passes 
through into a large intestine called 
the caecum. 
If a horse be fed first, 
the water passing through the stomach 
would be likely to carry with it parti­ 
e s of food, 
and thus bring about 
odic. 
W hatever a groom may say, 
let a horse drink just as much as he 
likes. 
If he be watered four times a 
lay he will never take very much, or 
too much. A horse, it must be remem­ 
bered, is fed on dry food, and this, 
with the strong work done, produces a 
feverishness which a sufficiency of 
water tends to allay. 


Carded 
Cuttle. 
It is no new thing to say there is 
such a thing as having “ too much of a 
good thing.” 
If too much carding of 
cattle is * ‘too much of a good thing” it 
Is well to know this thing, which is in­ 
timated in the 
following: 
“Prof. 
Sanborn says th at some feeding trials 
made in New Hampshire showed be­ 
yond any question th at a carded steer 
in winter ate more and gained less 
than an uncarded steer, the removed 
hairs facilitating the m ovin g off of 
heat, and behind it of food.” 
It is generally known that animals 
running out should not be carded in 
winter. 
So also is it known th at un­ 
due carding is not admissible, nor is It 
necessary, in the case of cattle that 
can lick their bodies. 
But when ani­ 
mals are kept constantly in the stable, 
some means must be used to keep up 
proper circulation next to the skin.

The Full G alt 
Tho fall calf has as much potential 
profitableness as has the spring calL 
says a writer in the American Agri­ 
culturist 
But to make it actual, more 
and better care is required. 
The mopt 
critical part of the anim al's life is tile 
first six months. 
During th at period, 
the spring calf has pasture and favor­ 
able weather, but the fall calf has 
neither, and must therefore have the 
better care. 
My fall calves are gen­ 
erally supposed to be 2 years old when 
they are only 18 months. 
To make 
them profitable, they must have extra 
care, which 
gives them increasing 
value. 
I give them full milk untl 
they are a week old. 
Then I change 
gradually to skim milk. 
After two 
weeks of age, as good a calf can be 
reared on skim milk as from whole 
milk, provided something is added to 
tako the place of the cream. 
For thin 
nothing is better than oil meal boiled 
to a thin jelly'. 
Persons not accustom­ 
ed to its uso are more likely to use too 
much than too little. 


Plant Food. 
The question is continually being 
asked, 
by the progressive 
farmer, 
which is the more responsible for the 
growth and development of the plant, 
the atmosphere or the soil? 
It is not 
an easy thing to give an answer ap­ 
plicable to all the varieties of plants. 
Much depends upon the conditions and 
surroundings. 
Some of the orchids, 
for instance, are not dependent upon 
the soil at all, also certain forms of the 
algae, for they have no means what­ 
ever of absorbing anything from the 
soil, being devoid of all semblance of 
roots. 
Assuming that the average farmer 
is more largely interested in those 
forms of plant-iife that go to feed the 
masses of the animal kingdom, the in­ 
vestigations should be confined to such, 
but even then it will be foun'd ex­ 
tremely difficult to arrive at a fine 
conclusion, because, though the soil 
—earth furnishes support for the plant 
by means of roots, a very large pro- 
jortion of its food, in the form of 
lases, being evolved, comes from the 
atmosphere, proving that the good 
arm er—the one who brings his soil 
up to a high state of cultivation, then 
s liberal with his application of plant- 
ood in the form of tho proper fe ru li­ 
n g m aterial—is susceptible of being 
robbed by his neighoor who skins and 
poorly cultivates the adjourning fields, 
as the rich life-giving gases will be 
wafted away and absorbed with avidity 
by the hungry plants belonging to the 
azy, careless culUvator. 
lf we burn a plant and its constitu­ 
ents return to their original elements, 
we may, by weighing the resulting 
ashes, learn what small proportions of 
its food came from the soil, for the 
aggregate of any plant represents tho 
food eaten and digested up to the time 
it was killed and reduced to ashes. 
Tho roots of a plant can only take 
food from the soli whon it has been 
rendered soluble, 
hence anyone may 
see 
how 
unimportant, 
technically 
speaking, the earth in itself is, for 
plants grown in w ater and supplied 
soluble elements of plant food, have 
been known to attain their normal con- 
diUon of m aturity with no aid from the 
soil. 
A ton of wheat, when burned in the 
air, will give but’about forty pounds 
of ashes, of oats about eighty, of jwood 
only five pounds.

Careful Breeding Required. 
John M. True says th at “ well-bred 
stock is necessary to get the best re­ 
sults, and is the foundation of success. 
Principles of breeding should be prac­ 
ticed in building up our stock, and too 
great care cannot be taken in this di­ 
rection. 
The Shetland pony and the 
Clydesdale, the Jersey and the Polled 
Angus came from tho same original 
stock. 
The difference is in the breed- 
ing. 
Farm ers are too careless on this 
point, and too little attention is paid 
I to it. 
There is too much mixed up, 
scrub stock. 
Cheap service in breed* 
ing gives us cheap horses and cheap 
cows: for beef cattie breed beef; for 
nqilk Dreed for milk: breed to some 
single purpose. 
Breed 
from a full­ 
blooded sire when possible; this is bet- 
jter than a 
grade sire. 
The best 
horses are obtained from m ating mares 
I that weigh 
eight or nine hundred 
pounds with stallions th at weigh six­ 
teen 
to eighteen 
hundred. 
Brood 
mares should not be alloared to get 
fat; exercise every 
day; be careful 
about the feed for stallions and mares. 
Don’t change work, feed or exercise in 
brood mares. 
Feed wheat bran. 
If 
we have little winter work for our 
mares, fall colts are the cheapest” 


AGRICULTURAL. 


R otting Manure. 
One of the advantages in thoroughly 
rotting the manure before hauling out ] 
and applying, is, 
with a little care 
th at from the different kinds of stock 
can all be mixed together, 
while if 
hauled direct from the stables it will to 
a considerable extent at least, be ap­ 
plied separate. 
The quality of the 
m anure eau be improved, to some ex­ 
te n t by mixing th at from the horae- 
stables, the cow and sheep-sheds, and 
the hog-pens all together, and then ap­ 
plying. 
Each possesses elements in 
large proportion that may be much 
smaller in others, and by combining 
together, a better proportion of all is 
secured. 
This, with the fact that by 
rotting it is more thoroughly incor­ 
porated with the soil, and be ready to 
be taken up and used by the growing 
plants, are tho principal advantages 
in piling up the manure and rotting 
thoroughly before applying. 


Defect in Mllch-Cow Manure. 
It seems probable th at milch-cow 
manure lacks potash and phosphates to 
be of much value. 
On this point a t 
the recent conference of Vegetable and 
Fruit Growers at Chiswick (England), 
Mr. T. W right, in a paper dealing with 
ihe value of manure, related the fol­ 
lowing incident of practical experience: 
••I onco took possession of a garden 
lhat was like a mass of humus, through 
Additions of that nature for genera­ 
tions perhaps. 
A walking stick could 
be pushed down it to the handle easily. 
One plot would grow potato plants, 
but no tubers. 
Peas were yellow and 
ptofitless. 
The soil was poisoned, 
with acids, and lime was needed to 
neutralize them, also to set free the 
dormant nitrogen. It was given freely, 
as also was potash and bone meal. 
The effect was magical and the crops 
of 
potatoes and 
peas, where they 
would not grow before, wore rem ark 
able.” 
Mr. W right argued from this th at 
the phosphates and potash consumed 
in the food of the milch-cow are all 
absorbed in the milk, and that there­ 
fore, although milch-cow m anure would 
promote the succulent growth of crops, 
the growth would be worthless with­ 
out the addition of potash and phos­ 
phates 
to tho manure. 
Said he: 
‘Proof of thia run 
found in 
r-pasture where the m anure is 


M iscellaneous Mention. 
Of the seven weeds which the “ weed 
law” of Wisconsin requires farmers 
under penalty, to destroy, 
says tile 
Michigan Farmer, only one is a native 
of the United States, all tho rest being 
importations from Europe, whero they 
are common wild plants. 
Frequent transplanting of the young 
plant and good tillage are essential to 
best results in tomato culture, says 
the Michigan Farmer. 
Plants started 
under glass ten weeks before trans­ 
planting into tho field, will give fruit 
about a week sooner than those started 
two or three weeks later. 


The strongest wood in tho United 
States, according to Professor Sargent, 
is that of tho nutmeg hickory of the 
Arkansas region, and the weakest is 
the W est Indian birch. 
The most 
elastic is the tamarack, the white or 
shellbark hickory ranging far below i t 
The wood having the highest specific 
gravity is the blue wood of Texas. 


Fowls are frequently sick for a long 
time and escape the notice of all ex­ 
cept the close and accustomed observer 
who can not be deceived for the general 
look and carriage tell the tale. 
At 
feeding time the fowls will generally 
all come in a huddle to eat, and wiU 
appear to eat greedily. 
The time to 
seek out the ailing bird is when tho 
flock is in quietude. 
W hen fowls are 
in this state observe them closely. 
All the well ones will be trimming and 
dressing their feathers. 
The one th at 
remains moping behind and does not 
trim its dress is ailing and many times 
beyond aid or recovery. 


Ashland, Ore,, Feb. 7.—The rains are 
over for the present In this part of Ore­ 
gon, and the streams are all falling north 
of here. 
All the way to Portland there 
are are washouts and tho damage 19 so 
great that it will take longer to get 
trains running this far than it will to 
put California and Oregon In condition 
between here and Sacramento. 
Two or three good sized bridges are 
gone between Ashland and Roseburg, 
besides many culverts. 
At Roseburg 
the road over the Umbqua Is gone. The 
bridges across the Willamette near Har­ 
risburg and at Jefferson have their ap­ 
proaches washed away, but the main 
spans are intact In each place. 
Many 
small bridges and culverts between Eu­ 
gene and Portland are washed out. 
Reports reach here of great damage at 
Oregon City. 
Fifty houses were washed 
away. 
A large flour mill, saw mill, and 
the electric light plant that supplied 
Portland with light by wire eight miles 
long were all washed away. 
Salem has suffered considerable dam­ 
age. 
Fifteen buildings were washed 
away, including a warehouse and docks. 
The roads between The Dalles and Port­ 
land are in bad shape, and Northern 
Pacific and Union Pacific trains aro 
blockaded. 
Tho Situation at Portland. 
P ortland, Ore., Fob. 7.—Although 
tho water In the principal business 
street of this city is still knee deep all 
danger from further damage from the 
flood is over. 
The wator reached its 
highest point, 26 feet 4 inches, this 
morning and is now falling rapidly. 
Engineers have examined all the city 
bridges and report them to be safe. 
The wholesale district is submerged and 
tho loss to tho business men of this city 
alono will bo fully $1,000,000. 
No reliable information can be ob­ 
tained as to the damage wrought by tho 
flood thronghout the State owing to tho 
interruption of telegraphic communica­ 
tion, nearly all tho wires being down. 
There is a succession of landslides be­ 
tween here and Cascade Locks on the 
Union Pacific, and all communication 
with that locality Is cut off. 
On the 
west side of the Willamette trains are 
running to McMinnville, fifty miles dis­ 
tant. 
The stage of water at noon to-day was 
afoot higher than during the great 
floods of 1861. 
ll is thought that the 
aggregated loss by high water and re­ 
cent snow-storms will reach $5,000,000. 
Burled by Landslides. 
Spokane F alls, Wash., Feb. 7.—Be­ 
sides a landslide reported from Coeur 
d’Alene city, in which six miners were 
killed, many are reported in other di­ 
rections. 
Four men were buried in a slide In 
Cannon Creek gulch. Two wero rescued 
and the others perished. 
About a mile 
and a half below the town of Burke a 
big slide occurred and struck a railroad 
camp killing threo men. This side of 
Wallace, near Argentine, a landslide 
occurred which put the Coeur d’Alene 
and

“W hatever is worth doing at all is 
worth doing well.” 
There aro but few 
kinds of work in which this good old 
motto is more applicable than in but­ 
ter-making. 
Poor butter 19 emphati­ 
cally a detriment to the maker, tho 
seller and tho consumer; and all but* 
tor is sure to be of poor quality if no! 
made rig h t The careless or unskilled 
m aker takes all the time and puts is 
all the labor in turning out poor b u t 
tor, which is a drug at three-fourth#

lce.*that is required to make a good 
I price article. 
Our present object is to emphasize 
the importance of using a thermometer 
to make sure of having the tem pera­ 
ture of the cream just rig h t so as to in­ 
sure both good quality of butter, and 
less labor in churning. 
On this point 
an extract from an article in the F ar­ 
mers’ Review, by A. L. Crosby, brings 
the m atter right to a focus, as follows: 
“If you have no thermometer, get one 
before you churn again; it will cost 
you 60 cents and save you $50—that is, 
lf you value your time and the quality 
of your butter. 
I would as soon make 
butter without a thermometer as to—as 
to—as—well, I can’t think of anything 
just now strong enough to make a com­ 
parison with, but I should feel so lost 
without a therm om eter th at I should 
advertise myself, and offer a liberal 
reward to the finder.” 


BARELY

Many Lives Threat anad by the Barillas

system; over-ripe cream is not good; 
In summer cream ripens in twenty 
hours, in winter it may take twenty 
four hours; in summer set in cold 
water, in winter in warm.

corn meal gives too much flesh; mixed 
feed is better; milk should be strained 
immediately.”

D estitute F am ilies of South 
D akota. 


JUDGE BRIGGS* PLEA FOR ED­ 
M U N D S COUNTY; 


The Churches , W ill Consider [the Relief 
W ork on Sunday Next—Other 
Worker*. 


Judge H. C. Briggs, of Ipswich, Ed­ 
monds county, South Dakota, is in the 
city, for the purpose of securing aid for 
•he sufferers in that pail of Dakota. It 
las now beoome a fact, which can no 
longer be concealed, that there are hun­ 
dreds of families iQ Dakota suffering 
nigh onto death for want of food and 
clothing. 
Judge Briggs oomes from 
Edmonds oonnty, near tbe northern psit 
of tbe state, a diet not not heretofore re­ 
ported^ being affected by the drought or 
!ailureof crops. Aith carefully prepared 
reports from three-fourths of Edmonds 
ocnnty, it is learned that there are one 
hundred families consisting of upwards 
of four hundred and ninety-seven per­ 
son?, who are now acioelly suffering 
from want. One family of thirteen per­ 
sons,—eleven children, the oldest being 
bat twelve years old,—was found with­ 
out bread or meat in the house, and the 
children were nearly naked and all with 
bare feet, and this in mid winter. 
In­ 
vestigations are reported cf finding chil­ 
dren who were compelled to remain in 
bed to keep from freezing. The condi­ 
tion c f many of these sufferer?, ie, rn the 
language of Jndse Bnggp, moat terrible, 
and demands tke assistance asked. Pub­ 
lic meetings have been held in the larger 
towns of neighborhoods containing these 
unfortunate people, and committees have 
been appointed for Ike purpose of se­ 
curing rehtf at once. 
Judge Briggs 
oom eaterein this capacity. He is an 
old friend of the Rev, Dr. M. G. Hodge, 
with whom be is stopping while in the 
city. D r. Hodge takes pleasure in in­ 
troducing him to our people, and is do­ 
ing alii be can to assist in raising con­ 
tributions of food, clothing, aid other 
articles. 
It has been arranged that the pas­ 
tors of the several churches in the city 
will lay the matter before their respect­ 
ive congregations on Sanday morning, 
and on Monday evening the Business 
Men’s Association will take some aotion 
in harmony with those engaged in the 
relief work. 
Places will be dssign&t id at wbloh sup­ 
plies may be left for the needy. The 
railway companies will forward ell sup­ 
plies free of charge.

Now, this is exactly the 
kind of fact that true medical science 
likes to get hold of and interrogate and 
learp from. 
What is the reason, asks 
the sensible man, why tho Quakers, 
with so many undoubted disadvantages, 
attain such a high average of success 
in all that constitutes worthy life, and 
also succeed in enjoying their success 
to an exceptionally old ageP The rea­ 
son, we are convinced, is to be found 
in their quiet habits and disciplined 
life. 
An ordinary doctor, or even 
layman, would probably have 
felt 
much more interest in the subject at 
that point if we would have been able 
to affirm that the Quakers owed their 
success and long life to certain drugs, 
as, for example, to arsenic, phos­ 
phorus, strychnia, and the like, or to 
certain methods of feeding, as vege­ 
tarianism, or meat-eating, or fruit- 
eating, or wine-drinking, or teetotal­ 
ism, or smoking, and so on.

The new fashion of shaking hands is 
absurd, says tho Brooklyn Eagle, but 
it has been adopted, and it will be 
some years before society is emanci­ 
pated from its grotesque influence.
